SECTION 1. That, subject to the requirements of Section 6, 
below, the property hereinabove described is hereby designated 
and declared an "Economic Revitalization Area" under I.C. 6-1.1- 
12.1. Said designation shall begin on the effective date of the 
Confirming Resolution referred to in Section 6 of this Resolution 
and shall continue for one (1) year(s) thereafter. Said 
designation shall terminate at the end of that one (1) year 
period.

SECTION 2. That, upon adoption of the Resolution: 
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Said Resolution shall be filed with the Allen County

designating the above designated area an "Economic 
Revitalization Area"; 

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance with 
I.C. 6-1.1-12.1-2.5 and I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption 
substance of this resolution and setting this 
designation as an "Economic Revitalization Area" for 
public hearing;

(b) If the proposed development does occur and no deduction 
is granted, the approximate current year tax rate for 
the site would be $8.8359/$100 (the change would be 
negligible). 

(c) If the proposed development occurs and a deduction 
percentage of fifty percent (50%) is assumed, the 
approximate current year tax rate for the site would be 
$8.8359/$100 (the change would be negligible). 

SECTION 6. That, this Resolution shall be subject to being 
confirmed, modified and confirmed, or rescinded after public 
hearing and receipt by Common Council of the above described 
recommendations and resolution, if applicable.
